Whether  it's  a 
simple  set  of  shelves  you're  going  to  have  built,., or  a  whole  new  house,., keep  in 
mind  how  you  do  your  work, 

plan  work  centers  so  you'll  save  time  and  motion.    If  it's  storage  space 
you're  adding, ,, have  the  space  built  where  it'll  best  serve  the  purpose  you  want 
it  to  serve.    If  it's  kitchen  cupboards,  put  them  near  the  sink  or  where  ever  you 
do  the  kitchen  work. 

In  other  wo rds, ., build  so  you  can  do  your  work  more  easily,  quickly, 
thoroughly  and  still  have  attractive  living  surroundings.     Make  it  easy  on  your-
